THE RIGHT HONOURABLE JOHN G. DIEFEN- 
BAKER was born on September 18, 1895 in Grey 
County of Ontario. Two of his great grand¬ 
parents, George Bannerman and his wife of 
Kildonan, Sutherlandshire in the Highlands of 
Scotland, came with the Red River Selkirk Set¬ 
tlers in 1813 and in 1815 migrated to Upper 
Canada. 

At the age of eight, he accompanied his 
family to Saskatchewan and it was here that Mr. 
Diefenbaker made his first Ukrainian friends. He 
attended Collegiate of Saskatoon and graduated 
from the University of Saskatchewan in 1915. He 
received his Master of Arts degree from the same 
university the following year and his Bachelor of 
Laws Degree in 1919. 

Immediately thereafter Mr. Diefenbaker was 
called to the Bar of Saskatchewan. He is also a 
member of the Bar in the provinces of Alberta, 
British Columbia and Ontario with the title of 
Kings Council since 1929. He received an Honorary 
Life Membership in the Canadian Bar Association 
in 1957. 

He holds Honorary Degrees of LL.D., D.C.L., 
D.H., D.S.L. and Litt. D. from some 40 univer¬ 
sities. He is a Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Canada, a Fellow of the Royal Society of Arts 
and a Fellow of the Royal Architectural Institute 
of Canada. He has a Life Membership in the Na¬ 
tional Trust for Scotland.

On June lO, 1957 the Conservative Party won 
the largest number of seats in the 23rd Parliament 
and Mr. Diefenbaker became Prime Minister of 
Canada on June 21, 1957. His government was re¬ 
elected on March 31, 1958 and again on June 18, 
1962. Several Ukrainian Canadian Members of 
Parliament successfully followed Mr. Diefenbaker 
in these elections. In the general election of 
April 8, 1963, the Progressive Conservative Party 
reverted to the role of Opposition and Mr. Die¬ 
fenbaker assumed the office of Leader of Her 
Majesty’s Loyal Opposition in the House of Com¬ 
mons, from which position he resigned on Sep¬ 
tember 25, 1967. 

During World War I Mr. Diefenbaker served 
overseas in the Canadian Army as a Lieutenant. 
He is the Honorary Colonel of the North Saskat¬ 
chewan Regiment, Royal Canadian Infantry 
Corps. 

Mr. Diefenbaker was married to Edna Brower 
on June 29, 1929 (deceased). On December 8, 
1953 he married Olive E. (Freeman) Palmer, 
B.A, LL.D., p.C.L., daughter of the late Reverend 
Dr. and Mrs.' C. B. Freeman. 

Mr. Diefenbaker’s close association with the 
Ukrainian people has won for him the admiration, 
devotion and respect of the entire Ukrainian Ca¬ 
nadian Community for his understanding of their 
problems andd aspirations, as well as for his val¬ 
uable counsel and participation in Ukrainian af- 

Not only was he interested in the advancement 
of Ukrainians in Canada, but also championed 
the cause of liberty for the Ukrainian people in 
Ukraine. Addressing the General Assembly of 
the United Nations in 1960, he called upon the 
rulers of the Soviet Union to grant self-determi¬ 
nation to the peoples under Soviet domination. 
Recently, upon his visit to Kiev, he raised the 
question of establishing a Canadian General Con¬ 
sulate in Ukraine’s capital. 

Mr. Diefenbaker was the first Prime Minister 
of Canada who gave a cabinet appointment to a 
Member of Parliament of Ukrainian origin. He 
also appointed two Ukrainian Canadians to the 
Senate and included Ukrainian leaders in the Ca¬ 
nadian Delegations to the United Nations and 
to NATO Conferences in Europe. During his 
tenure of office the first Ukrainian Canadian was 
appoftited to the Board of Directors of the Canada 
Council. 

In 1961, as the Prime Minister of Canada, he 
unveiled the Taras Shevchenko Monument in 
Winnipeg, a landmark of Ukrainian Canadians in 
this country. He was the guest of honour and the 
principle speaker at the constituent assembly of 
the World Congress of Free Ukrainians held in 
New York City in 1967. 

In the history of the Ukrainians in Canada, 
and indeed among Ukrainians throughout the 
world. The Right Honourable John G. Diefenbaker 
holds a special place of high esteem and honour.
